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Civil Rights 
Bill Doubtful 
•for This Year

WASHINGTON (AP)—Hopes 


for House passage this year of 
a civil rights bill dimmed today 
after the controversial 
legisla- 


tion hit political and procedural 
snags. 


Like President Kennedy's tax 


0jt bill, it appears to have fall- 
en far back in a race with the 
calendar. 


Although the civil rights meas- 
ure was approved by the House 
Judiciary Committee Oct. 29 aft- 
er turmoil and compromise, a 
report explaining it and the 
committee 
members' 
views 


won't be ready until Nov. 18. 


Such a report must be filed 
in the House before the bill 
"an take the next step—to the 
House Rules Committee for a 
resolution setting terms of de- 
bate and sending it to the floor. 


With Rules Committee Chair- 


man Howard W. Smith, D-Va., 
hostile to the bill, Ihe process is 
certain to consume the maxi- 
mum time possible. 


It would appear that mid-De- 


cember is the earliest the bill 
«ould be ready for the floor, 
leaving little time for the house 
to act before it shuts down for a 
Christmas recess. 


Thus evidence mounted that 


neither of the President's top 
priority 
domestic 
measures, 


civil rights or tax reduction, 
will make the grade with Con- 
gress before next year's session. 
"There just mechanically can- 
not be a tax bill this year," 
Ifclcpublican Senate leader Ev- 
erett M. Dirksen declared to- 
day. 


And, he said, the schedule is 


also working against civil rights 
legislation.

be mid-December before that 
(civil rights) could get lo us

Wheat Deal Is 
in Hands of 
Private Traders

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


;pvernment has placed negotia- 
ions for a mammoth sale of 
wheat to the Communist bloc in 
he hands of private traders aft- 
er setting guidelines on the sen- 
sitive shipping issue. 


Shortly after agreement was 


announced Friday between the 
Jnited States and Russia on the 
landling of transportation, the 
Commerce Department 
issued 


an export license for the ship- 
ment of 100,000 tons of wheat — 
about $70 million worth — to 
Hungary. 


The deal, by the Giant Car- 


gill, Inc., grain firm of Minne- 
apolis, may be the first trickle 
n a steady flow of U.S. surplus 
grain to the Soviet Union and 
icr European satellites. 


Undersecretary of Commerce 


Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr. said 
Lhe understanding between the 
United States and Russia on 
ihipping covers 2.5 million tons 
of wheat which the Soviets want 
by May 31. The satellite coun- 
tries are expected to take an 
additional 1.5 million tons. 


The 4 million tons would be 


about 130 million bushels and 
would involve more than $250 
million 
Transportation 
costs 


may add another $50 million or 
more to the purchase price.

seek the best shipping deal 
available within the rules set by 
the government. 


The ceilings are based on 


guidelines used for the ship- 
ment of commodities under the 
foreign aid program and are 
approximately the same as cur- 
rent rates charged 
by U.S. 


shippers. 


Negotiations at the govern- 


ment level were stalled for more 
than three weeks over shipping 
rates. 


President Kennedy had stipu- 


lated that the grain must move 
U.S. vessels if they were avail- 
able, but the Soviets wanted to 
control Ihe Iransportation end 
of the deal so they could take 
advantage of lower rates of- 
fered by foreign-operated

United States has $277.5 million

stockpiled in Western Europe 
for 
Army divisions airlifted 


from this country. 


The cost of that two-division 


stockpile was learned today by 
The Associated Press. 


The 2nd Armored Division, 


flown to West Germany nearly 
three weeks ago in Exercise 
Big Lift, has been using about 
$155 million of this gear in war 
games near the Iron Curtain. 


After the maneuvers, the 2nd

will return 
rough- 


ly the 4,000 vehicles—tanks, ar- 
mored personnel c a r r i e r s 
trucks, jeeps and other equip- 
ment — to Hodespwtest on the 
Rhine River. 


Then the outfit will be flown 


3ack to its home base at Ft. 
Hood, Tex. 


Enough .heavy gear for an ar- 


mored division and- an infantry 
division was stockpiled in Ger- 
many and France during the 
Berlin crisis two years ago. 


The stated purpose is to per- 


mit a swift reinforcement from 
the United States during a time 
of tension preceding a possible 
armed clash with the Russians 
and their satellites. 


Information on the stockpile 


indicated that the 4lh Infantry 
Division at Ft. Lewis, Wash., is 
ticketed for emergency service 
in Europe if needed.

units showed: 2nd Armored Di- 
vision—initial cost of equipment

The 
workers covered the house with 
a white roof, trimmed it with 
brown shutters, and even dug a 
well for the new occupants. 


While the men were building, 


the women were certainly not 
idle.

WASHINGTON (AP) -

enough to make President Ken- 
nedy uncomfortable. He wants 
i-e-electicn 
in 1964. His best 


campaign theme w o u l d be 
peace and prosperity.

chev, who can grunt and growl 
'ike a mechanical bear, is per- 
'orming again. Twice in less 
than a month's time the Soviets 
lave blockaded American con- 
voys in East Germany. 


This 
could 
be 
merely 
a 


temporary unpleasantness, like 
sneezing in the soup. There's no 
way of knowing that. It could 
also be the signal of worse to 
come, with Khrushchev turning 
1964 into a year of crises. 


If that happens Kennedy will 


feel like the center-piece in a 
sandwich: 


On one side Khrushchev test- 


ing American will and courage 
with his defiances; on the other, 
Sen. Barry Gqldwater, R-Ariz., 
campaigning for the presiden- 
tial nomination with slogans of 
stiff-arm-the-Russians. 


Last 
fall 
he1 State Depart- 


ment, like a man who had iust 
escaped from a furnace afive, 
developed a kind of euphoria 
when Khrushchev 
avoided a 


showdown on Cube by pulling his 
missiles out. 


It began talking of winds of 


change sweeping the world, the 
State Department's way of say- 
ing happy days are here again, 
or hoping they were. 


The world did quiet down a 


bit gradually 
although 
any 


agreement on that sore and an- 
cient subject — a nuclear test 
ban—seemed not only far off 
but impossible. 


Yet, both sides began inching 


their way toward it. What fol- 
lowed seemed to indicate that 
Khrushchev finally had been in- 
duced to talk reasonably. 


On March 8, 1963, the United 


States and Russia agreed to cul. 
tural exchanges in the scientif- 
ic, technical, educaional and 
artistic fields. 


Things 
looked 
even 
more 


comfortable June 20 when the 
"hot line" between Moscow and 
Washington 
was 
opened 
to 


speed communications between 
the two nerve centers in an 
emergency. 


And on July 25 the United 


States, Russia and Britain in 
Moscow initialed a limited nu- 
clear test ban agreement. 


It ran into a storm here. The 


agreement meant nothing un- 
less the Senate approved it in 
the form of a treaty. And for 
quite a while there 
seemed 


some chance it wouldn't. It fi- 
nally did on Sept. 24. 


Khrushchev—instead of play- 


ing bear during that whole time 
between July 25 and Sept. 24— 
played mouse. He didn't do or 
say anything to give Senate op- 
ponents an additional talking 
ooint that might have defeated 
the treaty. 


This was a historic example, 


if anvone needed it, of how easi- 
ly Khrushchev could turn his 
charm on and, as he soon 
showed, off. 


The treaty wasn't wrapped 


up until Kennedy signed it, 
which he did Oct. 7. 


On Oct. 10, the very day the 


test treaty went into 
effect, 


Khrushchev became his old self 
again. The Soviets blockaded 
an American convoy in East 
Germany, held it up a couple of 
days, did it again Nov. 4 and 
again let it through. 


These two i escapades created 


brand new tensions in this coun- 
try. 


All this might have been just 


Khrushchev's reminder to the 
East not to suppose he was get- 
ting soft because he made a 
few agreements. 


But it cohld be his way of giv- 


ing Americans a foretaste of 
worse in store.

SAIGON, Viet Nam (AP) - 


The passing of the Diem gov- 
ernment in South Viet Nam has 
created a power vacuum that 
could lead to more instability 
and upheaval. 


The transition from 
family 


dictatorship to military junta 
has been immediate, smooth 
and relatively bloodless. Army 
units were back fighting the 
Communist Viet Cong guerrilla.? 
within hours 
government 
Civil administration has been 
almost undisturbed; with few 
exceptions, the same faces were 
in the same government offices 
Monday morning. 


The big change is that the na- 


tion is now ruled by a commit- 
tee instead of a family. 


But there is no guarantee this 


committee will work harmoni- 
ously. And in the absence of an 
established political leader in 
the group, some observers feel 
the generals may eventually 
fall to wrangling. 


Despite the naming of civili- 


ans to a provisional govern- 
ment, the generals will continue 
to hold the real power for a 
long time, according to present 
indications. 


One general on the junta said 


Wednesday he thought it might 
be 6 to 12 months before a civili- 
an government with full power 
could be elected. 


This leaves a lot of time for 


political juggling or even a 
counter-coup. 


The provisional government 


is not made up of strong politi- 
cal personalities. Nguyen Ngoc 
Tho, the premier, has been a 
career bureaucrat since 1930. 
Although he was President Ngo 
Din Diem's vice president, he 
never has exercised any real 
authority. 


All national policies for the 


time being will be made by the 
military revolutionary commit- 
tee of generals headed by Maj. 
Gen. Duong Van Minh. 


Minh, 47, while highly re- 


spected, is difficult to identify 
as a national leader. In his own 
words he is "a soldier, not a 
politician." 


The junta unquestionably will 


fight hard to crush the Commu- 
nist guerrillas they have been 
fighting the past four years. 
And the generals will continue 
to be good friends of the United 
States. 


But their problems are mas- 


sive. They still must face huge 
deficit spending and a precarid 
ous economy, even with massive 
U.S. aid. 


The Viet Cong has by no 


means tossed in the towel.

A school may now elect not to 


move up if it gets permission of 
other schools in its district. 


Under the 10 per cent rule, 


Bentonville, S i 1 o a m Springs, 
Huntsville and Mountain Home 
would be advanced to District 
1AA, Arkadelphia to 4AA and 
Batesville to 2AA. 


Class B teams will be divided 


into the traditional eight dis- 
tricts for football, but will be di- 
vided into 16 "areas" for pur- 
poses of qualifying teams to 
tate 
basketball 
tournaments. 


Each area will qualify one team.
